We have no sincerer wish than 
to see Reno grow in size and impor- 
tance and her people increase in 
numbers and in wealth, She, her- 
self, is the only power that can 
prevent this happy consummation.

Suicide of a Wealthy California 
Hotel Keeper.

A Terrible Tale. 
Derroit, Mich., January 24. 

The Michigan Legislature is inves- 
tigating the infamous dance houses in 
the lumber regions of the peninsula. 
The supply of victims is kept up by 
offering employment to women in 
Chicago and other cities. One was in- 
terviewed by the Detroit Free Press. 
Not until ber arrival in the lumber 
region did she realize the life she was 
to lead, and then lack of funds pre- 
vented ber returning. By force, she 
was compelled to do the bidding of 


ac ‘pat neansa Seg nat all ,prenens am, 


‘friends’? who kept the hell in which 
she was confined. Kicks and beat- 
ings were frequent. The shanty in 
which they were penned was sur- 
rounded by high palisades and 13 
bloodhounds further prevented escape. 
All attem pts to communicate with the 
outer world were frultless. Once the 
attention of the authorities was at- 
tracted, and a deputy Sheriff called to 
investigate. He was given $500 and 
left. The giri’s story bas been veri- 
fied by the Superintendent of the 
House of Correction after careful in- 
vestigation. What is published is but 
a hint of the life led in these dens of: 
infamy, the details being too revolting 
for publication. Few leave thure ex- 
cept to die. 


Destructive Boiler Explosion. 
PirrssurG, January 24. 
A battery of four steel boilers at 
Spang, Chalfant & Co.’s steel and 
iron works at E<na Borough, six miles 
east of Alleghany City, exploded with 
terrific force at 5 this morning, com- 
pletely wrecking the bar mill depart- 
ment and killing one man instantly 
and two others were mortally injured. 
The concussion was so great that it 
shook the houses for miles around 
and shattered the windows in the 
vicinity of the mill. Theiuin wrought 
in the mill by the explosion was com- 
plete. The building was laid low and 
the machinery broken aud scattered 
in all directions. The damage will 
exceed $30,000. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is not yet known, There were 
but very few men at work at the time. 
The mill was one of the largest in the 
city, and was the first to use natural 
gas. 
Wm. Corville also, was terribly 
scalded and died this morning. 
Twelve persons were more or less in- 
jured by the steam or the flying 
debris. | 


A Miraculous Rescue. 
NIAGARA FALLS, January 24. 

A sewer a quarter of a milein length 
running under this town, forms a part 
of the bed of Muddy creek ,which dur- 
ing the thaws in winter 1s swollen into 
a rushing river of large volume which 
empties into the Niagara river over 
the precipice near the whirlpool rap- 
ids. Thisiiver was running 15 miles 
an hour last evening, when Bertha 
Farrel, aged 4 years, who was seated 
on a baod-sled, slid intoit. Her sis- 
ter Blanche, aged 10, jumped in after 
her and both were swept into the 
sewer. A rush was made for the 
other end of the sewer, and men se- 
cured by ropes, jumped into the wa- 
ter and waited for he children to ap- 
pear. Bertha came first under water, 
and Blanche followed on top. Whea 
taken out both were apparently life- 
less, but after much difficulty they 
were resuscitated. The children were 
in the water 10 minutes, the most of 
the time submerged.

It is estimated that the Landsturm 
will supply a million additional men 
to the army. A regulation appended 
to a decree relative tothe Landsturm, 
directs thatif the men aresummoned 
before their uniforms are received ,they 
must wear an insignia, consisting of 
yellow and black arm bands,and bear- 
ing the number of the regiment to 
which they belong. It is further or- 
dered that each wan must provide 
bimself with a metal case iv which to 
keep papers by which he may be iden- 
tified. Those wearing their own 
clothes sha)! be allowed ten krenzers 
daily. These instructions to the Lanad- 
sturm are regarded as indications of 
an early campaigao and a cause of dis- 
quiet. 


War Indications. 
VIENNA, January 24. 

The rules governing the landstrum, 
which have just been published, 
show that nothing except blindness, 
deafness and dumbness will exempt 
men from service, and that drafts from 
the landstrum will be used to fill up 
gaps inthe regular army and navy 
reserves. The new rules have rather 
surprised the country, such a sweep- 
ing, stringent, contingent not having 
been expected. 

Although the Bulgarian situation,

Report ot the U niversity Regents 
CARSON, January 24. 
(Special to the GAZETTs. | 

The report of the University Regent 
was presented to the Senate to-day. 
It isa document of nearly 12,000 words, 
covering the operations of the Board 
for the last two years. The topics 
treated are numerous and of great in- 
terest. Allthe constitutional provis- 
ions relating to the management of 
the University and the control of the 
public lands of Nevada are exhaus- 
tiveiy considered. The Normal school 
scheme is condemned. 

The proposition of increasing the 
number of the Regents is claimed to 
be unconstitutional; the Governor 
and State Treasurer are quietly re- 
buked for official diseourtesy. The 
Board claims to be fully vindicated in 
the matter of raising the price of lands 
contiguous to water. Surveyor Gen- 
eral Preble is censured for the per- 
functory manner ia which they claim 
he executed the order, 

A constitutional amendment is sug- 
gested, investing the Regents with 
power to accept gifts and endowments. 


The appointment of a faculty on par- 


tisan grounds is condemned, A 
mechanical department is favorably 
and many other inter- 
esting educational themes are 
ably treated. The Regents show 
that the entire legislation in regard to 
the common echool funds has been 
unconstitutional ever since the admis- 
sion of the State, and that the U nited 
States has the right to claim a forfeit- 
ure of the $90,000 acres of the Univer- 


sity grant. It is understood bere that 
the report was written and prepared 
by Regent Col. H. G. Shaw, and it 
eauses wide comment on account of 
its com prebensiveness. Foley’s bill.

per day and 15 cents mileage, was

BECKWITH NEWS. 


The New Mili—w®he Late Storm— 
Well-Boring. 
BeEcKWIrH, Jauuary 21. 

Editor Gazette:— (our currespon- 
dent had an opportunity to visit the 
Kirby mill a few days ago. Tne 
1oveity of a band saw for sawing 
logs aud heavy lumber is attracting 
a good deal of notice, aod the mill 
has numerous delegations of visi- 
wre to see its workings. We ar- 
rived just as the steam whistle had 
blown the sigual for dinner, an! 
upoo pear approach we met «a 
crowd of stalwarts, who invited 
us to iall io for the bvarding 
house. After dinner we made a 
brief inspection cf tue mill, finding 
it fullot machinery and sppareatly 
perfect in all its appointments tor 
converting logs iuto lumber, A 
gaug edger takes the lumber trom 
the rizgidly taut band-saw (which 
ruus over large rubber-coated puli- 
lies and is over 50 feet long) and 
edges everything up to eigbt inches 
thick. The only difficu!ty with its 
workings thus far, bas been the in- 
ability to get the lumber out of the 
mill as fast as it ean be made. 
There bad beeu three cays steady 
sawing previous to.our visit, aud it 
tukes ail banus this afternoon to 
clear away aod pile the lumber. 
The capacity of be mill is not yet 
fully developed, but it is known to 
be capable of sawing 25,000 feet in 
10 hours, It has been found neces- 
sary to keep the saw in 
very perfect order to prevent run- 
ning. In evidence of ics accuracy, 
however, in s.wing, I was shown 
a wide board ¢ of au inch thick, and 
was told that they were to saw oue'| 
1-16 of an inch thick, to be place! 
on exhibition in San Francisco,
